This action was taken at the expiration of the time 
limit of Japan’s ultimatum to Germany demanding the, surrender 
of Kiao-Chow.

The imperial rescript declaring war upon Germany was issued 
this evening.

The Austrian forces comprised nine dl- 
visions and numbered nearly 200,000 
men. The Servians were much infe- 
rior in numbers, but showed greater 
heroism. Their handling of their ar- 
tillery, their superior marching and 
endurance, their discipline and the ac- 
curacy of their fire insured them the 
victory. | 

“During thelr flight the enemy com- 
mitted atrocities in the villages of 
Bobritch, Bogossavaz and Arashatz, 
slaying women and children.” 

Austrians Lost 40 Guns. 

London, August 23.—(11:59 p. m.)— 
A dispatch received at the Servian le- 
gation here concerning the battle be- 
tween the Servian-Austrian forces, | 
says: 

“The Austrian force which the Ser- 
vians defeated consisted of nine divi- | 
sions. ‘ They retired precipitately upon| 
the bridges while artillery battles 
were in -pregress, In some-cases the 
Servians reached the bridges before the 
enemy, cutting off their retreat. 

“In addition to forty guns the Aus- 
trians abandoned a great quantity of 
war material, horses, field hospitals 
and field kitchens.”

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BRITISH CRUISER ESSEX 
HALTS DUTCH STEAMSHIP 


New York, August 23.—The British 
cruiser Essex was off the Delaware 
breakwater this morning, according to 
Captain Milleme, of the Dutch steamer 
Van der Duyn, which came into New 
York harbor tonight from Kingston. 
When off the Delaware breakwater at 
9:30 o'clock this morning two shots 
were fired across the steamer'’s bow. 
Full speed astern was immediately or- 
dered. Soon a boat from the inter- 
cepting warship, which proved to be 
ine Essex, came alongside and an of- 
ficer boarded the Van der Dtyn. The 
ship’s papers being found satisfactory, 
she was allowed to proceed. 


AMERICAN PREACHERS 
JAILED BY GERMANS 


Doctors Lord and Laidlaw Im- 
prisoned at Rastatt as 
Suspected Spies. 


London, August 23.—(8:50 p. m.)— 
The Central News says Drs. Lord and 
Laidlaw, two American clergymen who 
were delegates to the Carnegie peace 
conference at Constance, have arrived 
in London after trying exepriences, 
including four days spent in a German 
jail. 

The clergymen arrived in Constance 
the Sunday before Great Britain de- 
clared war against Germany, and the 
following day started home. They en- 
deavored to reach Hamburg to catch 
a steamer for the United States. At 
Rastatt, Baden, Dr. Lord took several 
Photographs of the local golf course. 
Immediately he and Dr. Laidlaw, ac- 
cording to the story, were surrounded 
by excited citizens, and only the an- 
rival of the police saved them from 
being roughly handled. They were 
jailed, however, as suspect spies and 
held for four days, when they were 
sent back to Switzerland.

Italy Preparing to F ight 
For England and France 


Paris, August 23.—(Via London, 2 p. m.)—The newspaper Eclair says 
today it has learned that August 27 has been fixed as the date upon which 


the general Italian mobilization will be ordered. 

There are indications of acute diplomatic tension between Vienna and 
Rome, according to the correspondent of the Petit Parisien in the latter city. 
Austria, it is declared, has reproached Italy for according facilities to the 
allied fleets in the Adriatic, and it is possible that a declaration of war be- 
tween Italy and Austria will be announced early next week, 

Malta, August 23.—(Via London.)—Influential Italians living here de- 
clare they have good reason to believe that Italian intervention in the war 
in favor of Great Britain, France and Russia is only a question of days. 
Since the Mediterranean is free of hostile ships, Malta has resumed its 
normal aspct. | 

Washington, August 23.—-Dispatches of preparations in Italy for mobiliza- 
tion caused much discussion here today. Many officials here do not conceal 
their belief that Italy is preparing to enter the conflict on the side of Great 
Britain. 

Rome, August 23.—(Via Paris.)—The Gazette, of Venice, has published 
what purports to be a copy of a proclamation prepared at Malta by the 
British admiral and addressed to the citizens at Trieste, in Austria, in an- 
ticipation of the occupation of their city. The people of Trieste are assured 
they will be saved from the rigors of war and are urged to resume their 
commerce by sea. While the authenticity of this proclamation has not been 
established, it has made a deep impression in Italy.

Crappling to Death 
In Southern Belgium 


— 


Battle Is Raging From Mons to Luxemburg and 
British and French Are Everywhere on the 
Offensive—Nearly Entire German Army Is 
Engaged—Battle Will Continue for Several 
Days—Germans Have Left Northern Belgium. 
Russian Commander-in-Chief Reports That 
Germans Have Been Routed in the East and 
Are in Retreat—Austrian Warships Sunk in 
Adriatic—Greece Sends Troops to Aid Servia. 


The French and British troops are facing the greater 
part of the German army along a battle line which extends 
from Mons to the Luxemburg frontier. Th® allied armies. 
which have been concentrating at strategi points for the 
past two weeks, are believed to be stron; y entrenched. 
with powerful forts to lend support in hoiding back the 
invaders. 

An official announcement issued at Paris warns the 
people that the tide of battle may ebb and flow: that 
there will be actions along this great line, which are 
bound to be responded to by just as stirring counter- 


actions by the Germans, and that the people must wait 


for the outcome of the first phase of this great battle, 
which probably will last several days, before it can de- 
termine on which side victory rests. 


Japan Enters War of Nations. 


Japan has come into the war of nations. The emperor 
of Japan has declared war on Germany and the Japanese 
fleet and land forces are ready for the struggle around 
Kiao-Chow, the German protectorate in China. Late dis- 
patches from T’sing-Tau say the German preparation is 
complete and that the territory will be defended to the 
utmost. Several German warships are lying in the har- 
bor of Tsing-Tau and the waters have been mined. 

Coincidentally with Japan’s declaration of war 
against Germany, the British official news bureau an- 
nounces that the Austro-Hungarian government has 
ordered the Austrian cruiser Kaiserin Elizabeth, now at 
Tsing-Tau, to disarm and has instructed the crew to pro- 
ceed to Tien-Tsin.

We 
must await the result of the first phase of the combat be- 
fore we can form any conclusion as to the situation. Other- 
wise we should be giving to the press divergent and con- 
tradictory news, since such a battle naturally is made up 
of actions and reactions which follow and connect in a 
continuous manner. 

“In Vosges the general situation determined us to withdraw our 
troops from Donon and the Saales pass.

London, August 24.—(1:30 a. m.)-—In 
a dispatch from Paris to Reuters, the 
correspondent quotes the following 
from The Bulletin Des Armees, the 
new official journal, circulated among 
troops at the front: 

“Sunday, August—The twenty-second 
day of mobilization.

British Subjects in the City 
Given Two Days in Which 
to Leave. 


London, August 24.—(12:55 a. m.)— 
A large party of Americans arrived 
here from Munich by way of Holland 
tonight.

American 
women in the city also started relief 
work and raised $7,000. Many of the 
women have started Red Cross work 
while six or seven hundred others are 
engaged in sewing for the soldiers.

PLENTY OF CURRENCY

Washington, August 23.—Extraor- 
dinary demands from national banks 
for currency during the past three 
weeks have been met by the issuance 
of less than 12 per cent of the available 
Aldrich-Vreeland emergency currency.

UNITED STATES 


That She Has Declared War 
on Germany--United States 
Asked to Guard Japan’s 
Interests in Germany. 


Washineton, August °3.—Viscount 
Chinda, Japanese ambassador here, to- 
day formally notified the United 
States that Japan had declared war 
on Germany. The American govern- 
ment was asked to care for Japan's In- 
terests in Germany. 

Viscount Chinda repeated assurances 
recently given by the British govern- 
ment that Japan’s activity would be 
confined to the China seas 
ern AsSia. 

The position of the United States 
set forth in Secretary Bryan's note 
of three days ago has met with Japan's 
approval. In that communication the 
United States “noted with satisfac- 
tion” that Japan promised to malin- 
tain the integrity of China and even- 
tually restore Kiao-Chow to China, 
that Japan sought no additional ter- 
ritory and had pledged herself to 
maintain the principle of the “open 
door” in China and equal opportunity 
for the commercial interests of all 
powers. 

President Wilson tomorrow will is- 
sue a formal proclamation of neutral- 
ity. 

Japan’s declaration-of war was not 
unexpected here. Germany's failure to 
reply to the Japanese ultimatum also 
was not surprising, as it generally 
was understood Germany would not 
reply, first, because of the aggressive 
nature of the ultimatum, and, second* 
ly, because Germany preferred that 
Japan @ike the initiative 

When Ambassador Chinda called at 
the state department the building was 
deserted. Secretary Bryan had gone 
to the country for a day’s rest. Coun- 
sellor Lansing received the imperial 
rescript setting forth Japan’s reasons 
for declaring war, and talked briefly 
with the ambassador. The American 
government did not undertake to com- 
municate the rescript to Germany, a 
copy having been sent by other chan- 
nels. . 

The sole interest of the United 
States now in the Far Eastern situa- 
tion is that of a neutral observer. 

Aside from informal . verbal ex- 
changes between Viscount Chinda and 
Secretary Bryan and between Ameri- 
can Ambassadur Guthrie and the for- 
eign office in Tokio,. there nothing 
of record to commit the Japanese to 
the limited field of hostilities laid 
down in the British note of last week. 

The impression prevails here among 
diplomats, howeverethat the statement 
of Viscount Chimua, taken in connec- 
tion with the speech in the Japanese 
diet last week of Count Okuma, the 
Japanese premiér, will bind the Jap- 
anese government to the return of 
Kiao-Chow to China, and of the limi- 
tation of the field of hostilities. 

Japan’s declaratidn of war on Ger- 
many has reached Berlin, according to 
official reports received in Washing- 
ton late tonight. Whether the decla- 
ration was sent by cable or wireless 
was not indicated.

RUSSIANS LYNCHED 
BY MOBS IN GERMANY 


Americans, However, Were 
Treated Courteously After 
the First Few Days. 


The Hague, August 23.—(Via Lon- 
don, 6:08 . m.)—A train from La- 
cerne, Switzerland. arrived here today 
with 300 American refugees. They 
bring interesting stories regarding 
their experiences on the continent and 
report that the utmost courtesy was 
extended to them throughout Germany.

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MUST HAVE CLEAR LAND TITLES. 


Georgia must have clear and unques- 
tioned land titles for the foundation of a 
substantial and efficient system of rural 
credits. There are no more productive or 
valuable farm lands in the country than 
those of this state; and the one great 
trouble with them, as a basis for credits, 
is that in many instances titles have be- 
come clouded, sometimes seriously, but 
more often in some slight technical man- 
ner, resulting from failure fully to comply 
with Georgia’s intricate and deeply» in- 
volved legal yequirements, covering this 
question. 

This important problem would have been 
solved if the house of repre-

sideration and enactment of 
land registration measure introduced in the 
senate by Judge J. L. Sweat, of Waycross, 
representing the fifth district, and passed by 
that body: The senate committec gave the 
measure, although a long and intricate one, 
full and careful consideration, and saw that 
adapted ta Georgia’s needs. 
Unfortunately, in the closing hours, with 
numerous other measures demanding ifs 
attention, the house did not have the time to 
give to the proper consideration of this 
measure: but through the efforts of Judge 
Sweat a splendid foundation has been laid 
for this much-needed legislation, which is 
practically sure to be enacted into law at 
the next legislative session. 

The Torrens system of land title regis- 
tration was investigated vears ago by a 
special committee from the Georgia Bar 
association, following which that associa- 
tion strongly recommended its adoption by 
the legislature. This indorsement of the 
state bar was followed by the appointment 
of a commission by Governor .Terrell, of 
which Judge Sweat was chairman at the 
time when the final report was made pre- 
senting a bill adapted to the conditions in 
Georgia. Since that time Judge Sweat has 
been deeply interested in this question, re- 
garding it as a piece of legislation which 
will bring untold benefit to the state. 

The enactment of a land registration 
bill would not only speedily adjudicate. and 
set‘le in favor of the true owner the title 
of every farm and piece of real estate in 
Georgia, but would make them available as 
security for loans, where desired, even to 
the utmost limit. Under the present system 
not only is the land owner put to a great 
expense for title investigation in the case 
of every transaction involving his holdings, 
but in perhaps as many as 50 per cent of 
the cases some slight technicality is brought 
to light to create doubt. While these technit- 
calities may never affect actual ownership, 
they necessarily result in weakening the 
security. 

Under the Torrens land title registra- 
tion system this expense and these techni- 
calities would be done away with. In mak- 
ing a sale or negotiating a loan, a simple 
certificate of the registered title is obtained 
from the clerk of the court by the owner, 
and this is accepted without question, as 
the state’s indorsement of registration in 
favor of the true owner is back of it. 

Georgia must adopt and put into effect 
such a system as this before she can hope 
for the establishment of a satisfactory and 
efficient system of rural credits. Rural 
credits may come today or tomorrow, but, 
generally speaking, there can never be 
established between borrower and lender 
that feeling of absolute security which will 
unquestionably come when the state under- 
takes to indorse the true ownership of land. 

This question should be taken up early 
in the legislative session of 1915. Then 
ample time will be given for its full and 
careful consideration, and there will be no 
difficulty about the enactment of a law 
which will best serve the interests of Geor- 
gia’s farmers and all holders of real estate.

Advocates Bankers’ Help. 
To Handle the Cotton Crop 


All Along the Line 
With George Fitch 


Editor Constitution: The south’s prob- 
lem today is how to handle her cotton crop 
with least hurt and pest benefits to all. It is 
well known that the farmer is obligated to 
the retail merchant and guano man; the re- 
tail merchant to the wholegaler, and he to 
the manufacturer, and he to the banker. This 
places the bank as the power house. Of 
course many farmers are directly obligated 
to the bank. This does not alter the fact 
that the bank is the power house. Let the 
price of cotton be fixed, say 121-2c for 
middling; let the banks buy 80 much of the 
cotton as will at once relieve the situation. 
To do this let each farmer qmake a clear-cut 
statement of his amounts due on guano bills, 
store accounts for supplies. and his taxes, 
those dealing directly with the banks the 
amounts used in the making of the crops. 
Now, buy enough from each of these farmers 
to settle their accounts, with the understand- 
ing that they pay their obligations in order 
to get the right to the sales. Let the farmer 
hold the rest of his crop and- this will divide 
the burdens of hold'ng. You see, this cash 
in the farmer’s hands settles his accounts, 
the merchant his, and so on to the banker, 
and thus business will hardly be disturbed, 
and very soon the banks will have the cotton 
and the money, too. 

Of course, a warehouse system and insur- 
ance can be devised, but if the farmer is re- 
quired to store his cotton and just borrow 
money, say two-thirds. of its value, and at 
the same time bear the burden of storage 
and insurance with no guarantee of fall in 
prices, he will bear all the burdens, and this 
is not just. The bankers of America, backed 
by the government, can fix the price at a fair 
valuation, buy from the farmers enough to 
relieve the cost of production and taxes, pay- 
ing them the cash, then hold the cotton till 
the war is over,-.or till own mills can 
use it

The ‘United States bureau of mines has 
made an elaborate investigation to determine 
the relative usefulness of various animals, 
the birds being the more sensitive of the 
iwo.

The 
smallest amount of gas which will affect a 
man is 0.05 per The same percentage 
produces very symptoms in mice. 
T'wo-tenths of one per cent is very danger- 
ous to man. When the proportion of carbon 
monoxid is 0.15 per cent canaries will show 
distress usually in from five to twelve min. 
utes, and with 0.2 per cent of the gas in 
from two to six minutes. Much longer time 
is required before distress appears in men, 
although in the case of some persons the 
effects, when do appear, may last for 
hvurs. Men stand collapse from car- 
bon monoxid as animals can. After distress 
and collapse canaries and mice recover 
quickly if given fresh alr. In man, recovery 
is often @ matter of days; and long-standing 
after-effects are by no means rare. Men 
may feel especially if they work 
hard, in the presence of «1 per cent or un- 
der of carbon monoxid, when animals at rest 
in their cages do not show it. Sometimes 
different animals of the same species ap- 
pear to Le affected differently by the same 
proportion of the gas; hence more than one 
should ode used at a time. Fortunately, no 
acclimatation of canaries appears to occur, so 
that these birds do not become less useful 
or a possible source of danger. Guinea-pigs, 
on the other hand, appear to become im- 
muhe.

Deaths from heart trouble are reported 
daily, and they seem to be increasing. The 
heart and the temper of the age seem to 
keep in tune. If a man runs to catch a train 
his heart's work increases by 228-foot 
pounds a minute. If he is in a hurry get- 
ting upstairs, there is an increase of the 
heart’s action by 152 pounds. A cycler used 
over a foot ton going up a hill, the gradient 
being one in ten and the distance 3,000 feet 
A rest of half an hour a day would save 
in a year 219,000 foot pounds of heart work. 
Every time the heart contracts its force 
would raise two pounds to the height of 
one foot.

THE WOLF. 

The Wolf is a long-legged, lanky animal 
composed principally of jaws and appetite 
which infests the temperate zone in all 
countries and has never succeeded in making 
itself useful while living. . 

There are many kinds of wolves of as- 


| 
sorted sizes, but they have one general char- 


acteristic. They are always hungry. The 
wolf is a strict non-vegetarian, living entire- 
ly upon meat and not being particular about 
whether the meat is still alive or not. For 
this reason, there is nothing more unpleas- 
ant or alarming than the loud eager howls 
of a pack of wolves which haven’t dined for 
Several days and are on their way to a meal. 

The wolf looks much like a dog and as- 
sociates with him readily, in cousinly fashion. 
A large wolf is almost 6 feet long, but when 
he opens his hot red jaws and asks for din- 
ner, one can see into his interior about 5 
yards. He is a hard fighter and is very fatal 
to domestic animals, but usually declines to 
begin hostilities until there are a half a 
dozen of him on hand. In Russia, where 
wolves are almost as numerous and cruel 
as Officials, peasants are frequently devoured 
by them during the winter and in some parts 
of the United States, notably northern Mich- 
‘gan and Minnesota, the man who ventures 
into the weeds after a long blizzard without 
a4 magazine rifle and the means of delivering 
an 5.

The wolf has survived 
civilization in this country 
any other wild animal, and is still found in 
such up-to-date and crowded states as 
Illinois, Indiana and New York.

All hands are against him and tk» 
man who discovers a wolf and mass .cres 
him gets a handsome bounty from the coun- 
ty. in this respect the native wolf is not as 
well off as the human variety who gets into 
our councils and legislatures, mangles justice 
for the sake of a bribe and is then eagerly 
defended by lawyers, newspapers and his 
party associates. The United States is no 
longer in any danger from the four-legged 
wolf, but the two-legged variety still exists 
in large numbers and uses a loophole in the 
law as a den with the greatest success.

interest in his property shall cease and de- 
termine. 

Old Stephen Girard, of Philadelphia, had

ROBESPIERRE. 

Robespierre was a French lawyer with ex- 
emplary habits, a good reputation and a lo: x 
slanting forehead, who lived in the provinces 
and got into politics just before the French 
revolution. 

Robespierre was noted as a debater and 
writer in his native province, and was a de- 
voted patriot, having only the good of his 
country at heart. This teaches us that men 
with narrow, slanting brows, insufficiently 
equipped on the inside, should not be allowed 
to monkey with patriotism or other danger- 
ous explosives. For Robespierre made his 
patriotism more fatal than tyranny had ever 
been.. . 

Those were very troubled days in France. 
and after the king had been safely filed away 
in prison and most of the nobility had been 
chased over the border, the common peopte 
began to discuss the best way of ruling 
themselves. There were a great many varying 
opinions, supported by different parties, and 
the common people in their ignorance could 
only foNow the example of the educated and 
ruling class which had just been eradicated. 
One after another the various contending 
parties butchered each other and when hand- 
work with the executioner’s ax became too 
slow and tedious the guillotine was invented. 

Gradually the contending parties went out 
of business until only Robespierre and his 
associates were left. In his younger days 
Robespierre had resigned from the bench 
rather than sentence a criminal to death, but 
now his patriotism persuaded him that the 
fewer politicians there were in France the 
better for the state. He therefore increased 
and improved the Reign of Terror until the 
only way a Frenchman could prove his loy- 
alty was by denouncing some other citizen, 
and Paris became boggy with plood. 

Robespierre went on executing people 
from the purest patriotic motives until it 
became evident to all that if he continued 
France would become purified but unpopu- 
lated. He was therefore denounced in the 
convention and executed himself—but not 
until he had given the French revolution @ 
record of barbarity which will stain it 
forever. 

Robespierre was like many another good 
but chicken-headed man, who is induced from 
motives of purest honor to jump in on the 
wrong side and do the dirty work for a whole 
villainous movement. If he had not been so 
incorruptible he would have been bounced 
long before and the guillotine would have 
gone out of business a year sooner.

Southern League Umpires 
Have Spoiled the Season 


By Dick Jemison. 


Judge William M. Kavanaugh, presi- 
dent of the Southern league, has been 
carrying a chip on his shoulders all 
season, under the name of “dignity.” 

This chip was knocked off when 
George Kircher went on the coaching 
lines and it ruffled the judge’s usual 
amiable disposition. 

But the judge is not a circumstance 
in comparison with the umpires. 
They've had chips on their shoulders 
all season. They’re out there every 
day looking for trouble, and when a 
man goes around looking for it, he 
usually gets it. 

Umps to Blame. 

If the “dignity” of the great national 
game of baseball has been offended in 
the Southern league, no one is to blame 
but the umpires. 

Scotty Chestnutt and Dan Pfenninger 
are the best umpires in the league, and 
they have had less trouble chiefly be- 
ecause they do not carry any chip on 
their shoulders. 

They treat the ball players as human 
beings. They attend to their duties as 
umpires, and when they get a just 


kick, they do not flare up and plaster: 


a five or ten-doliar fine on the player 
who happens to voice his protest. 

Whatever we may say regarding the 
umpires in the rest of this article 
does not apply to those two umpires. 

When Breitenstein chased George 
Kircher from the coaching line Satur- 
day afternoon, he exceeded his author- 
ity, and in doing so, he called down 
upon his head the just condemnation 
of every fan present. 

Nothing in the rules can be shown 
where Breitenstein had any right to 
chase Kircher, and George further 
wbided by the added rule of Kava- 
naugh, that he “must remain on his 
feet.” 

Breitenstein is going entirely too far. 
We've stood all we're going to stand 
from these umpires this season. Rul- 
ings like Breitenstein’s on Saturday 
have got to stop or we are going to 
take measures to see that they are 

The fans of Atlanta are with us on 
the proposition, and unless the umps 
take a more sensible view of things in 
the home stay that starts September 3, 
well—just wait. 

“Might” Do Better. 
If Breitenstein and his fellow um- 


Pires would pay more attention to 
their duties as umpires, judging the 


Plays, and less to a coacher who is “vio- 


lating the dignity” of the game, they 
MIGHT get better results. We use 
MIGHT advisedly, too, for we have our 
doubts at that. 

Frank Rudderham we'll excuse, be- 
cause he has been sick all season and 
when aman is not well he is liable 
to be irritable, especially an umpire. 
“Ruddy” is not usually as peevish as 
he has shown himgelf this season. 

But Breitenstein, Kellum, O'Toole, 
Fifield and Kerin have been trying all 
season to see how obnoxious they 
could make themselves to liocal fans. 
Once and for all, it has got to stop. 

They're out there looking for some- 
one to crab at them, and it is not sur- 
prising that they get what they are 
looking for. When anyone is in that 
mood they are usually never disap- 
pointed. The German kaiser is a samM- 
ple. He's been looking for a tight for 
some time. Now he’s got it. 

Violating Dignity. 
“Violating the dignity of the game.” 
That sentence interests us. There 

ain't no such animal. Don’t the fans 
pull off their coats, smoke, chew, yell 
and hammer pop bottles on the seats? 
They get enough dignity in their every 
life. When they go to a ball park 
throw dignity to the four winds. 
want baseball, amusement, not 


do not ask anything unreason- 

on the Kircher coaching propo- 
Sition. Judge Kavanaugh says that he 
wants the rules upheld. 

All right, we're with him on that 
proposition. When an umpife goes 
out of his way and makes a rule of 
his own like Breitenstein did Satur- 
day we'll yell and yell low. 

If thev’ll stick to the rules so will 
we. There is no rule in the book that 
gave Breitenstein the right to chase 
Kircher for shooting Craps on the 
coaching lines “standing on his feet.” 

Our suggestion to Manager Smith 
is that he send Kircher on the lines 
every day and every day that he is 
chased WHILE ON HIS FEET, that he 
play the game under protest, taking 
the protest to the highest courts in 
baseball, if necessary. 

It’s time that the umpires quit run- 
ning the league. The fans make the 
league possible. Thev'’ve got the last 
say. We leave it to them.

Trade Conditions Are Rapidly — 
Becoming Normal, Say Reports 


Nothing Unsound or Un- 
promising in Domestic 
Situation, Says Dun. 


Dun’s report says: 

Prompt and effective action by the 
government, in co-operation with lead- 
ing representatives of American busi- 
ness, is steadily making for the resto- 
ration of more normal conditions in 
foreign trade. There is nothing either 
unsound or unpromising in the domes- 
tic trade and crop situation, all the 
disturbance now experienced in the 
market being due to the interruption 
of foreign commerce and the suspen- 
sion of the usual foreign exchange 
trunsactions caused by the Luropean 
war. With the reopening of our for- 
eign trade on a liberal scale, there 
should be a return to full normal pros- 
perity in American business. All the 
energies of the government and of the 
leading interests are, therefore, being 
directed to bring this about as speed- 
ily as possible. 

Ship Registry Law. 


Important measures already 
or planned include legislation by which 
foreign ships may be transferred to 
American registry and operated under 
more liberal navigation laws, and the 
establishment of a government bureau 
of war insurance, to which it is pro- 
posed to add the actual purchase by 
the government of a fleet of vessels to 
carry our products to foreign custom- 
ers. Meanwhile conferences are being 
held to consider ways by which our 
foreign indebtedness may be promptly 
liquidated. A conference on the cot- 
ton export situation is to be held in 
Washington on Monday. The effect of 
all this has been to improve confidence 
and increase business. The larger 
operations in international exchange 
are a distinct aid to the situation. 
Wheat export conditions at the princli- 
pal ports are more favorable and @& 
considerabie quantity has been actual- 
ly shipped. While domestic industry 
and trade are held in check Dy the ad- 
verse influence of the extraordinary 
war conditions, nevertheless, there 1s 
a gratifying exhibition of patience and 
courage.

Financial Situation Has Im- 
proved During the Week, 
Says Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet’s report says: 

Unsettlement is still the word best 
characterizing the general financial, 
industrial and trade situation, but an 
increasing number of favorable fea- 
tures present themselves as time 
passes, and the net result of the week’s 
operations is apparently some definite, 
though, perhaps, painfully slow, prog- 
ress toward a condition .of better 
things. 

The financial situation has, in the 
opinion of the best observers, improved 
moderately this week, the exchange 
market has begun to resume its func- 
tions, exports of wheat have expanded 
after the slump of last week, railway 
embargoes on western grain shipments 
have been partially removed, the move- 
nmrent from the farms is larger, trade 
distribution has enlarged in nearly all 
lines at the west and northwest, do- 
mestic goods have begun to supplant 
foreign makes in fall trade, notably in 
finished steel, groceries, canned goods, 
drugs and dry goods, including woolen 
goods, hosiery and laces and embroid- 
eries, and there is more doing in some 
types of fine and heavy cottons, the 
latter to take the place of imported ma- 
terials, whose ingress has ceased. 


Crop Situation Better, 


The crop situation has improved in 
that corn in some _ sections shows 
improvement because of rains, though 
the crop will hardly 
axe one, and cotton crop prospects 
have distinctly improved. Indeed, if 
the prospects of marketing were as 
Clear as are the prospects of growth, 
the situation ag regards the south’s 
great staple would have few flaws in it. 

On the other hand, the lst of unfa- 
vorably situated trades is a long one. 
Chief among these, of course, are in- 
dustries dependent upon foreign 
sources for supplies or upon foreign 
markets for an outlet. The fall trade 
in cotton has hardly begun ag yet, but 
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uncertainty as to the financing and 
shipping of this great producer of for- 
eign xchange holds back trade 
throughout a wide section of the re- 
public. The leaf tobacco trade (export 
types) has practically stopped, and 
warehouses in some southern and 
western centers are filled with this 
product. 


No Lumber Exported. 


Lumber for export is at a practical 
Standstill, as is trade itn agricultural 
implements intended for Europe, and 
automobiles and cotton seed oil product 
exports are checked. The shoe and 
leather trades are feeling the effects on 
the one hand of cancellationg of or- 
ders from the south and of scarcity of 
raw materials due to interruption of 
imports. The trades using dyestuffs 
and chemitals, particularly those manu- 
facturing texti les, fertilizers and glass, 
are finding higher prices and short 
supplies confronting them. 


Weekly Financial Review. 


New York August 23.—Although def- 
developments are lacking, the 
general financial situation shows gen- 
era improvement over a week ago.

IN COTTON MEET 


Delegates at Macon Gather- 
ing Are Expected to Form 
a Permanent Organization 
Thursday. 


Interest in the cotton situation in| 
Georgia is centered in the conference | 
in Washington today at 10 o'clock on: 
the “warehouse bill,” which will be dis- 
cussed by Secretary McAdoo and Sen- 
ator Hoke Smith, with representative 
farmers, bankers and warehousemen 
from all sections of the south. 

Figures gathered as to the ware- 
house facilities in Georgia show that 
this state alone can store approxi- 
mately 1,450,000 bales. These figures 
have been sent to Washington to be 
considered in the discussions on the 


now pending bill. 

Indications are that the cotton con- 
ference, which will be held on August 
°7 at Macon, will be the largest gath- 
ering of farmers and bankers ever held 
in this state. At this meeting various 
measures suggested ard adopted at the 
recent Atlanta conference will be 
thrashed out. Every county in the 
state will send three delegates to the 
convention. These delegates will be 
urged to form a permanent organiza- 
tion to protect the cotton crop from 
sacrifice. 

Permanent Protection. 

It is expected that Georgia’s repre- 
sentative to the Washington confer- 
ence will return to the Macon confer- 
ence with plans which will forever pro- 
tect. the cotton industry and prevent 
another crisis such as the south is 
facing today. With the federal gov- 
ernment aiding the farmer to the ex- 
tent of providing for warehouse and 
storing facilities, also for the issuance 
of currency. through the banks to 
finance the crop, and providing ships 
to carry cotton to the foreign mar- 
kets, it is up to the farmer to plan a 
concerted movement and form a per- 
manent organization such as will be 
discussed at Macon. 

Before his departure for Washington 
Sunday John D. Walker, of Sparta, 
chairman of the temporary committee, 
made the request that every county 
that has not already elected delegates 
to the Macon convention do 80 at 
once in order that every section might 
be represented and heard from. 

Luther C. Bell, of Atlanta, will go to 
the Macon convention with a suggestion 
for the formation of a permanent or- 
ganization of farmers, bankers, mer- 
chants and warehousemen and others 
affiliated with the cotton industry. Mr. 
Bell will suggest that this organiza- 
tion elect a selling board of seven mem- 
bers to control the price of the sur- 
plus of the crop. 

“The plan,” he says, “is for the con- 
trol of the price vested in a board of 
seven representative business men of 
the southern cotton states, farmers, 
bankers and manufacturers—men of 
the highest type. Cotton so stored 
and held in government warehouses 
will practically represent the surplus 
of our cotton crop. Therefore, when 
we control the price of the surplus of 
any crop, we can control the price of 
the entire crop. 

Pian to Sell Crop. 

“How shallthis selling plan be made 
feasible and practicable? That each 
county in each cotton state hold a/} 
convention of the cotton growers of 
the cotton-producing states, and elect 
one delegate to a general state con- 
vention, which convention elects their 
member to this selling board. The 
smaller cotton-producing states to 
combine with the larger cotton-pro- 
ducing states so that this selling board 
will not be composed of more than 
Seven members.

Inflammability of Creosoted 
Wood.

Inflammability of creosoted wood and 
the danger that may attend its use are 
illustrated by the recent destruction by 
fire of the Kingston dock, Glasgow. 
New wharfs were being constructed of 
heavily creosoted wooden piles, which 
were set on fire by a workman Insert- 
ing a hot iron to clean out a newly 
bored hole.
